Lfter the war came the Treaty Versailles and the failure of the British 
Government to accord to the democrati system in Germany TEO concessions whi.ch 
would have enabled it to live. nce the rise of Hi tle end National Socialism, 


In 1938, Hitler, after exhausting all peaceful me2n3, was compelled to 
Occupy Austria in conformity with the wishes of the Austrian people, 


The Czechoslovak crisis was cause by the French determinati M, expressed 
by the French air Minister, Menane r Cot, to make Czechosijovakia an air base 
against Germany. It wes Hitler's duty t scotch this piot. The intervention 
of Mr. Chamberlain and the itunich Conference had been a source of great relief 
to Hitler. > . fortniprht after lkmich, however, ix. Chamberlain had publiciy 
declared thet he had only agreed to Munich in order to gain time for England's 
rearmemcent, Subsequently the British and French Governments hac endeavoured i 

i the rump state of Czechoslovakia a;ainst Germany, Herr Hitler could not 
pond this and acted just as any British Government would have done,

The British designs on Norway justified Hitler's attack on Norway and Den- 
mark; and documents, which proved our intention to invade Germany through 
Holland and Belgium, justified the attack on the Low Countries. 


The conclusion was clear that England was responsible for the present war. 
ifter the Polish colianse, Hitler had made a peace offer to France und Britain 
which had been rejected wi m sc cn. again, after the collapse of France, he 
had made another peace offer; and this too had been rejected. There was nothing 
further fcr Hitler to do but "to pursue the struggle to its logical conclusion. 


After this preliminary survey of past history on the lines of Hitler's speeche 
Herr Hess proceeded to tee secon part of his discourse, which was intended to 
prove that Germany must win the war. 


He sai that German aircraft pr oduotion was enormous; much larger than that 
of Great Britain ond America combined, The Germans knew all about U.S.production 
and a gco deal about curs, They did not fear U.S.aircraft. Fast training 
schemes were in hand end the next few months would see a noticeable expansion 
in the German ir Force, 4t present numbers of treined pilots and completed 
machines were not even being used, Losses had been light, far lighter than ha 
been anticipated.

The solution which Herr Hess propos ed was that England should give 
Germany a free hand in Europe, an Germany would give England a completely free 
hand in the Empire, with the scle reservation th: t weshould return Germany's 
ex-colonies, which she required as Me of raw materials. I asked, in 
order to drew him on the subject of Hitior's attitude to Russia, whether he inclu 
ded Russia in Europe or in Asia, He replied "In Asia" I then retorted that 
under the terms of his proposal, since Germany would only have a free hand in 
Europe, she would not be at liberty to attack Russic. Herr Hess reacted 
quickly by remarking that Germany had certain denon?s to meke of Fiir n which 
woul’ have to be satisfied, either by nerotiation or as the result of a war. 

He &dde2, however, that there was no foundation for the rumours now bei ing 
spread thet Hitler was contemplating an early attack on Russis.

Under cover of independence, an all-cut propaganda campaign, concerning 
the situation and comitions of German minorities abroad, was iaunched during 
the years 1955 to 7938, to prevare tie Geran people by leaflets, pictorial 
publications, charts, popula tion maps, and bulky volumes, for future aggressione 
"Every third German lives cutside the border" , "às the most popular slogan, 

To arfive at this figure it was necessary to include "ten to twelve million 
ovorseas Germans in the Unite ates", 2,860,000 in Switzerland, and 
250,000 in Luxembourg, The sa paehphlet, of which 200,000 copies were 
distributed, stated with reg Dennark; - 


"Denmark; 60,000, Among them 50,000 in the lost North Schleswig, 
Our racial comrades in lost lard, sy have to preserve themselves 
in violent economic ani cultural struggles is is dene mainly
